SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Health — General
21-203.1.

IF A FOOD CONTAINED WITHIN A VENDING MACHINE CONTAINS PEANUTS,
THE OPERATOR OF THE VENDING MACHINE SHALL POST A WARNING LABEL ON
THE EXTERIOR OF THE VENDING MACHINE THAT INFORMS CONSUMERS THAT
SOME FOODS CONTAINED WITHIN THE VENDING MACHINE MAY CONTAIN
PEANUTS.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010.
